University participation in the 
national Blood Donor Drive, wliich 
is being laufichcd this morning in 
Montreal and on the campus, has 
not been conlined to McGUl. Drives 
across Canada have taken various 
forms, and varying degrees of suc- 
cess have been reported so far.

From the University of British 
Columbia comes the report that 
donors are to receive credit for 
one military parade. Instigated by 
the Student Council, the plan was 
put into effect as an additional in- 
centive to the widely-publicized U. 
of B.C. drive. 

The Ubysscy, campus organ of the 
University, faithfully reported upon 
the daily response to the drive. Ac-

Cooperation by Workers 
Doing War Experiments 



Services of Physically 
Fit Persons Urgently 
Needed for Research 



There is at present experimental 
worl< going on at McGill in connec- 
tion with the problems confronting 
the armed forces. The Army, Navy, 
and Air Force are finding these 
problems difficult to cope with, and 
research work, especially in regard 
to physiological problems In war 
time, Is being conducted throughout 
the country. It it understood (hat 
the Axis powers are contending 
with the same sort of problems, and 
the Allied countries are making 
every effort possible to further 
their solution ahead ot all opposing 
countries. 

The research work at McGill par- 
ticularly concerns problems relat- 
ing to the human body, including 
such things as reactions and condi- 
tioning of the body with relation 
to the physical part the individual 
plays in the war. The workers car- 
rying on these experiments arc in 
need of a great many people to 
volunteer themselves for experi- 
mental work. 

There is at present some Im- 
portant work being carried on at 
the Research Institute of Endocri- 
nology. Students in A-1 physical 
condition are needed for work in 
the experiments which will Involve 
spending about twenty minutes of 
their time daily, five days a week, 
for a few weeks. All students who 
would be interested in contributing 
their services to this work are re- 
quested to register this week in 
Bill Gentleman's office, or. to get in 
touch with Charles C. Harris, at 
FL 080S. Other students who will 
be willing to volunteer for later ex-

Commerce Mock 
Parliament Held 

Night and Day 
Students Are 
Competitors 



The students in the Faculty of 
Commerce of McGill staged a mock 
parliament on Friday evening at 
the Faculty Club, as their first ac 
tivlty of the current session. 

The debate was between day stu- 
dents at the University and the 
evening classes for Advanced Cost 
and Indiutrlal Organization and 
they were the guests of the Cost 
and Management Institute of Mont- 
real. 

The motions which were debated 
were: (1) "That a plan for com' 
pulsory savings be ma^e effective 
for the duration of the- war" and 
(2) "that there be legislation to 
render illegal the calling of strikes 
in time of war." These motions re 
ceived support from the evening 
classes representing the Labour 
Party, with E. K. Faulds acting as 
Prime Minister, while the School of 
Commerce formed. the Opposition— 
which Included among its support 
ers Dick Stevenson, Don Delvln, J. 
Toller, J. Connelly, Mervyn Weiner, 
Dudley Burrows. 

The measure which would make 
strikes illegal during wartime faU' 
ed to pass, as the Opposition main- 
tained that this would be taking 
from the workers-^ their strongest 
power to obtain their rights. The 
other measure — on the compulsory 
savings act— passed, ostensibly en- 
abling all employers to deduct such 
sums from the wages of theh: cm' 
ployecs. 

The speaker was Mr. R, W. 
Loulhood, prominent Chartered Ac- 
countant of this' city. The whole at 
fair was informal and no vote was 
taken on the Issues.

Dr.Nicholk 

Resins Plastics 
Fonn Subject 
. Of Address 



The term's second meeting of the 
McGill branch of the American In- 
stitute of Chemical Engineers was 
held last Friday In the Chemistry 
building, the speaker for the day 
being Dr. R. V. V. NIcholls. of the 
Department of Chemistry, who 
chose as his subject "What Resin 
Is That?" 

After the regular business was 
disposed .of and a few remarks 
were made conceminf v^the^ recent 
A.I.Ch.E. trip to"'Cornwail, ' the 
speaker was introduced by Mr. T. 
Daly, the president ot the society. 
Dr. NIcholls then proceeded to ex- 
plain how Important the qualitative 
analysis of both natural and syti' 
thetlc resins could be, especially to 
manufacturers of molded plastics, 
textiles' and paints. Dr. NIcholls 
stated that for chemists working 
with molded plastics, it was usually 
of greater importance to Identify 
the filler used in the plastic, and 
that this could be done my micro- 
scopic examination. He then ex- 
plained methods fbr the separation 
anâîidèntificaUon' of various mod- 
era textile materials, such as silk, 
casein, hair, cellulose acetate, Vin- 
yon. Nylon, etc., by means of solu- 
bility, burning and "smellometric" 
tests. Dr. NIcholls then discussed 
the identification of resins in paints 
and varnishes, descrlbbig first the 
method for separating the resin 
from the other constituents, and 
then the identification of the resins 
of various types by specific tests. 
In conclusion he' showed how an 
experienced worker could identify 
varioua resins by the color of the 
fluorescent glow observed when the 
resin was placed in a beam of ultra- 
violet light.

Âir Minister 
Will Speak 
At Ceremony 

Anniversary of 
Laurier's Birth 
Is Celebrated 

Marking the week of the 
lOOtli Anniversnry of the birth 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, a cere- 
mony will be held in the Sir 
Arthur Currie Memorial Gym- 
nasium on Thursday evening, 
November 20, when the com- 
memorative address will be 
given by the Honorable C. G. 
Power, Minister of National 
Defence for Air. 

Although Sir Wilfrid Laurier was 
himself a graduate of McGill, it is 
eminently fitUng that 1' Université 
de Montreal should also participate 
In this ceremony— inasmuch as he 
had done a great deal during his 
career, to promote good will be- 
tween the two great races which 
these universities represent. 

The speakers will trace the de- 
velopment ot Canada frcm the rela> 
tlvely small nation which it formed 
at the time of his career as Prime 
Minister, to the present day, when 
it Is taking its part in world, af- 
fairs, and above all, making a defi- 
nite contribution to the forces 
which are threatening democracy. 
Special' emphasis, it is announced, 
will be laid on the fact of Canada's 
unity in the present crisis. 

The platform party will Include 
the following, as well a^ Governors 
and Senate of the University: repre- 
sentatives of the army, navy, air 
force, government officials and edu- 
cationalists. Many other guests will 
be present, special invitations hav- 
ing been issued. 

Rt Hon." Raoul Dandurand; as re- 
presentetlve of Premier Mackenzie 
King, will present to the Univer- 
sity a plaque commemorating the 
life and work of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

In addition to this special cere- 
mony there is, on display, at Red- 
path Museum, an exhibition also 
dedicated to his life and work. This 
exhibit opens today. 

Remarkably few personal papers 
of the former Prime Minister are 
extant in Canada today. According 
to his biographer, O. D. Skeiton, 
this may be due, in part at least to 
the fact that he committed himself 
very infrequently to paper. His re- 
markable memory:, enabled him to 
carry most of the necessary infor- 
mation in his head; his caution also 
prevented him from committing 
himself to paper more frequently 
than Was necessary, and lastly, his 
was not an introspective nature,

Appointed to 
Red Cross 



Miss A. E. M. Parkes, Command 
ant of the University of Toronto 
Detachment of the Canadian Red 
Cross Corps, has been appointed to 
the position of representative of all 
university training deUchments in 
the Canadian Red Cross Corps' 
Committee, according to informa^ 
tion received by President H. J 
Cody. , 

Miss Parkes graduated from the 
University of Toronto in 1918, work 
ed In munitions for some time and 
later took a post-graduate course in 
secretarial work at Columbia Uni- 
versity. She was one of the orig- 
inal organizers of the Women's 
Amateur, Athletic Association. 
"Under her supervision some 170 
young women, took training in or- 
ganization, first aid and A.R.P. in 
The Women's Training Service De- 
tachment at the University of .Tor- 
onto last year. For last year's gradu- 
ates special advanced courses are 
being offered this ■ year. These 
courses include food administra' 
tion, office admliilstraUon, motor 
mechanics, and home nursing. 

The food administration course 
Includes study of the organization 
of an emergency kitchen, and the 
planning of menus for emergency 
feeding of large numbers of people. 
The course for office administra- 
tion work Is being taken at the Bell 
Telephone Co. where the girls learn 
to operate switchboards and other 
forms of office communication.

Instructors to 
Assist M.R.T.B. 

Training to Be 
Individualized 
By Specialists 

Six of the promised ^roup of 
fifteen assistant instructors h'ave ar- 
rived to take posts with the M.R. 
T.B., it was learned over the week- 
end. 

.Members of the Black Watch 
Regiment, the group, under the 
command of Sergeant Pahner, will 
assist M.R.T.B. commissioned in- 
structional officers, and will pro- 
vide basic training instruction on a 
more individualized basis. 

When the full quota of fifteen is 
attained, It is j:':?'ned to deUll one 
Instructor to each^scction. Since the 
average company has five platoons, 
or fifteen sections, each instructor 
will be alloted to a platoon on a 
more or less permanent basis. 

Specialists in infantry riflemen, 
the six had previously been 
stationed at the advanced training 
centEc. at Famham. Other centres 
under the supervision of M.D. 4 
will provide the balance of the 
squad as men are available.

With registration booths 
placed at six strategic points on 
the campus, the McGill Blood 
Donors' Rcgi.strntion Centre 
opens its campaign for blood to- 
day. Co-cds operating these 
booths will receive everj' day 
tliis week from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
the names of men and women 
students wiio wish to donate 
blood. Each prospective donor is 
given a red button on complet- 
ing the registration form. 

Registration forms will also be 
available from the War Council re- 
presentatives of the various campus 
clubs and organizations. Represen- 
tatives of clubs who have not yet 
received a supply of forms may ob- 
Uin them at the Tuck Shop In the 
Union, and they arc asked to do so 
as soon as possible. 

To arouse a spirit of competition . 
between ' faculties and clubs, the 
names of perspective donors regis- 
tered each day will be printed in 
the Dally with the faculty or or- 
ganization represented. Although 
the actual campaign starts today, 
fifty-two students from Medicine 
and fourteen from the S.C.M. have 
already signified their intention to 
donate blood. 

Booths Strategically Located.' 

Tl)c registration booths are to be 
under the supervision of the Red 
Wings Society. Booths are located 
at the Union, R.V.C, Strathcona 
Hall, and the Arts, Engineering and 
Biological Buildings. Special forms 
provided by the Red Cross will be 
given to be filled out by prospec- 
tive blood donors. These forms will 
be sent to the Red Cross Blood 
Donors' Clinic, 1426 Bishop St, 
where they will be filed with forms 
received from people all over the 
city, A great number of registra- 
tions arc needed in order to assure 
a steady flow of blood from 300 
donors each week. The Clinic will 
inform students several days in ad- 
vance of the time they are to ap- 
pear to give blood. Each donor gets 
a medical examination before his or 
her blood Is taken. 

In Joining the blood donor 
scheme, McGill becomes the sixth 
Canadian university to help the 
Red Cross in attaining their objec- 
tive of two thousand donations per 
week. At Queens, Western Qntario, 
Toronto, Manitoba and U.B.C. stu- 
dents are already giving blood. At 
universities where a blood donor 
service Is not In operation, the local 
committee of the Canadian Associa- 
tion of Medical Students and In» 
ternes will undertake its organiza- 
tion. This Is a direct outcome of 
the recent CAMSI convention at 
Quebec City. Ordinarily the Red 
Cross will not take blood from 
those under 21, but a special excep- 
tion is being made for students.

Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures 5C«m to 
have the knack ot taking the most trite and 
hackneyed plots and building them up into 
robust entertainment. The theme of the latest 
Gable-Turner epic is certainly not the most 
original plot In the world. SUrlcOy speaking, 
"Honky Tonk" Is a glorified hoss-opery, but 
put Gable and Turner together, add some good 
photography and colorful costumes, apply a 
small amount of belly-laugh comedy and stir 
with some good shootln' .and you get a fast, 
well-paced piece of motion picture entertain- 
ment. 

Clark Gable takes the part ot the confl- 
dencc-man who moves Into a lawless Western 
town (they were all lawless In those days) and 
takes over everything from the meanest ornlest 
racketeer to the dty hall. His means In doing 
things can not be called exactly ethical, but 
his ends are good so everybody goes homo 
satisfied. Candy Johnson (so called for his 
aversion to liquor and his liking for caitdy) is 
responsible for building the first church In 
the town; he is also responsible for giving the 
girl Elizabeth Cotton (Una Turner) her first 
kiss. Among his other responsibilities lie the 
new city hall and the general bulld<up of the 
original lawless town*n to a more modern 
community. 

As is to be expected In pictures of this type, 
characterizations are the most Important thing. 
In the role of confidence man, wicked but 
charming, Clark Gable pjays Clark Gable to 
the hilt And so It is too with Lana Turner, 
Miss Turner does not pretend to be Bette Davis 
so she is there to look ai beautiful as possible 
and to act as foil to Gable's Rhett Butlerlih 
actions. A good bit of comedy is turned In by 
Chill Wills as the partner-in-crlmo of Candy 
Johnson. The other characterizations aro 
capably handled, Albert Dckker being quite 
sinister enough as the villain, Claire Trevor 
doing a neat bit as the other woman and. Frank 
Morgan giving a sympathetic portrayal ot the 
Inebriated "judge." 

"Honky Tonk" makes no pretences and 
knows its limitations. It does not preach and 
has no socla^ significance. Its role Is enter- 
tainment and as such turns In a good job, 

What'.can be called a -second feature at 
Locw's Theatre arc its added. attractions; and 
a feature they are.' They are short subjects of 
diversified interests chosen with taste and dis 
crimination. We see everything from a short 
educational psychology to a Donald Duck car' 
tooi)?' And Incidentally, this Donald Duck Is 
one ot tho best ever turned out by the Disney 
mills. Loew's Theatre is a good bet tor an 
entertaining evening. —CL.

Last Friday brought to the Princess a note 
worthy example of the curious enigma that Is 
Hollywood. The featured picture is a routine, 
adaption ot a powerful, .well-written stage-play 
which opened the. past summer season at His 
Majesty's. In contrast, the "added attraction" 
Is a cleverly-conceived, well-acted psychologl 
cal study of sanity and Insanity In a restless, 
simmering boom-town. The first fills iU lead 
Ing roles with box-olTlce stars; the second feat 
urcs personalities whose names have but little 
magnetism tor public favour. The chief suf- 
ferer In the comparison is sadly the movie in- 
dustry Itself. 

• "The Night of January 16th." as originally 
written by Ayn Rand, was a fascinating, un- 
usual court-room drama in which twelve mem- 
bers ot the audience participated as jurors and 
determined the verdict ot the case. The Intri- 
cate warp and woof ot the plot were unravelled 
thread by thread with each contribution ot evi- 
dence. The play was one of unexplained motives 
and unexpected developments, contrasting the 
emotions of marriage and illicit relations. The 
dialogue was forceful and unrestrained, the 
characters powerful and Imaginative. Yet Holly- 
wood, irrepressible as ever, appropriated the 
title, central Hgiires, and a tew shreds ot plot, 
and conceived a comedy-mystery distasteful by 
comparison and tutlle In its treatment and pur- 
pose. 

Almost the sole interest of the picture lies In 
the appearance ot Nils Asther, the tall, hand' 
some Dane who starred on the silent screen of 
the. late 1920's, and later made such hits as "Ibe 
Bitter Tea ot General Yen*" 'and the tariious 
"Laugh, Clown, Laugh." His ability and what 
we may call his camera-presence are quite in 
keeping with his reputation. Ellen Drew and 
Robert Preston are acceptable though lacking 
In inspiration; the supporting cast Is adequate. 
Such appeal as the pictura has is mainly due to 
good direction and attractive photography. 

It would be a pity to "brand "Among the 
Living" as a "thriller," for its very fine presen- 
tation merits a ntore descriptive and less hack- 
neyed term. It is the story of twin brothers, 
the one the owner of a large textile factory in 
a small Southern town, the other a hopeless 
maniac whoso existence Is concealed by a falsi. 
fled death certiflcatc and a staged funeral. The 
demented giant breaks loose from his secret 
prison and mingles with the restless workers 
awaiting the opening of the mill. ^Vhcn his 
tits ot madness claims two lives, he Is pursued 
and wounded, .but escapes. His brother, mis- 
taken for him and recognized as the mill-owner, 
Is tried before a lynching-mob of labourers. 
Only when the twin breaks from the court- 
room and finds his mad brother dead at their 
mother's grave docs the pace slacken and the 
tension relax, and the audience begins to realize 
what a psychological experience they have un 
dergone. 

Albert Dekker plays the dual role in a mas- 
terful manner, giving new proof of his tre 
mendous ability and versatility. Harry Carey 
Is no less excellent as the doctor. Tho sup 
porting cast Is uniformly fine, notably the 
coquettish mlll-glrl,who makes up to the giant 
stranger whose identity she does not guess. Tho 
director, photographer, and composer have to 
gcther woven a fascinating pattern ot light and 
dark, harmony and discord, silence and raucous 
tumult The scene In the cafe, with the secth' 
Ing, Impetuous mass of people, the sensuous 
antics of the Jitterbugs, and the close-ups of a 
bewildered, tortured sub-normal, is somethhig 
memorable in motion-picture annals.

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SHOCK 

Blood transfusions arc given for 
a variety of conditions and a very 
Important one Is "shock." This Is a 
medical term, and does not mean a 
mental or emotional state, or the 
sensation ot an electric current 
Shock, In medical parlance, refers 
to a definite physical state occur 
ring after considerable injury to 
the body. Such injury may come 
from an automobile accident, on 
the battlefield or during an air raid 
There may or may not be exten- 
sive blood loss. Those who have 
taken first-aid courses may re- 
member that in shock there are 
palor of the face, beads of swat 
on the forehead, and a cold and 
clammy skin. If the pulse Is felt It 
is found rapid and feeble. Tlic 
patient Is very weak and may col- 
lapse. 

The physiological occurrences 
producing shock have been for a 
lone time a mystery to medical in- 
vestigators. A great deal of research 
has been going on ever since the 
end ot the last war, and the present 
conflict has given Impetus to In- 
vestigations. At McGill, much work 
has been done and Is going on In 
this field. 

When is shock produced? It oc- 
curs, for instance In crushing In- 
juries, when a whole arm or leg Is 
involved, or when a bullet pene- 
trates the abdomen. It may also 
occur In extensive bums, and dur 
ing or after major surgical operS' 
tlons. 

The basis of shock lies In the fact 
that fluid has been lost from the 
blood into the tissues ot the body. 
The smallest blood vessels allow 
fluid to leak out— there is an In- 
crease of "capillary permeability." 
Consequently the quantity of blood 
in the arteries and veins Is de. 
creased. The heart receives an in 
sufficient amount ot blood to pump 
to the vital organs. The brain soon 
feels the lack of blood, and this is 
the cause ot talntness. Duo to the 
weak circulation, collapse will soon 
appear, followed by death, un- 
less. . . . 

.Unless a transfusion is given to 
a person in "shock," rapid death Is 
almost aiWt alnt y. Shock is a very 
common ^'oMurrénce in war in- 
juries. Hence the importance of 
having a ready supply ot blood 
quickly to fill the empty veins be 
fore it is too late. 



Blood transfusion on a wide 
scale is a comparatively recent de- 
velopment The present scheme, 
under which the Federal Govern- 
ment has authorized the Canadian 
Red Cross to obtain donors, is an 
important venture.

McGill Blood Donors 
Commence Registration Today

The organization of McGlll's part 
in this blood donors' service is be- 
ing undertaken by a special com« 
mittee of the Medical Under- 
graduates* Society, headed by Har- 
vey Whiting, fourth year medical 
student. This committee Is co-oper- 
ating with the War Council and 
with it hopes to enlist a consider- 
able portion Of the McGill student 
body. ' 

The method to be used in trans- 
forming blood into ^ a stable and 
transportable product is a relative- 
ly new one developed at the Con 
naught Laboratories at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto. Research workers 
discovered a process by which the 
red blood cells could be removed 
from the bkod. leaving only a 
clear, colotirless liquid, known as 
"serum." They found that the ser^ 
um could be concentrated, packed 
in sterile containers, kept for con- 
siderable periods of Ume. and be 
transported conveniently , iot lue 
under emergency conditions ^ to; civ- 
ilian or miliUry practice' rormiirly^ 
even under' the best conditions, 
blood could not be kept safely for 
more than ten days. Furtner re- 
search led to a process, by wl 



the serum could be completely 
dried, sealed in containers, and 
kept indefinitely. The final product 
is more stable, more easily trans- 
ported, and, after being dissolved in 
distilled water, equally convenient 
for administration. 

Dried serum having been proved 
to be a valuable agent for the 
treatment of war casualties, the 
Federal Government requested that 
the Canadian Red Cross Society 
obtato donors, arrange clinics where 
they can be bled and transport the 
blood to the Connaught Labors 
tories. The Government has pro 
vided $75,000 to finance the pro 
cessing of the blood and the serum 
in the preparation of the final dry 
product Containers of "powdered" 
blood are to be flown across the 
Atlantic each week. 

The blood is to be used primarily 
for Canadian troops overseas and 
clvllidn victims of air raids in 
England.
